bookselling, the paper and pulp business, and stocks and bonds. From 1919 to 1922 he was Y.M.C.A. 
secretary in North Russia and Estonia. 

Mr. Ropes entered the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce in 1923. He became Russian 
specialist in 1925 and has continued in that capacity to date, except for an absence of six months in 
1928, devoted to a trip to the U. S. S. R. for the Remington-Rand Company. 

Mr. Ropes is the author of many articles, reviews, etc., in government publications and was the 
editor and compiler of Russian Economic Notes from 1928 to 1940, a weekly and semi-monthly bulletin 
on economic and other developments in the Soviet Union. He also has written articles on banking 
in the U. S. S. R. which appeared in "Banking," and other special articles in American and British

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MACY'S LATIN AMERICAN FAIR 


Destined to exemplify the “good neighbor” policy by pioneer- 
ing a new market for the products of Latin America

A world crisis 
has accelerated the processes of evolution 
along these lines; and, one of the most en- 
couraging signs is the determination of 
North American businessmen to open up 
new markets for the products of Latin 
American countries. Not simply as a sub- 
stitute for European markets temporarily 
paralyzed, but as a permanent program of 
reciprocal trade. 

We at Macy’s believe that something 
can be done to foster this trade develop- 
ment at once. We feel that there has per- 
haps been too much talk on the subject, 
and not enough work; too much sampling 
and not enough buying. We have already 
bought merchandise in quantity in Latin 
America—to sell to the public of New 
York. We are calling our program Mucy’s 
Latin American Fair, and it is our aim to 
make it a practical demonstration to re- 
tailers throughout the United States that 
merchandise can be bought in Latin Amer- 
ica which is competitive with any in the 
world’s markets. 

The announcement was enthusiastically 
hailed by diplomatic representatives of the 
Latin American countries, and by the 
newspapers of this country. Typical of the 
comments is the following, a condensed ex- 
cerpt of an editorial from one of New 
York’s daily papers: “In Wednesday’s pa- 
pers, there appeared two stories relating 
to trade with South America. One told of 
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the signing of a trade treaty between the 
United States and Argentine. The other 
told of the decision of R. H. Macy & Co., 
Inc., to pioneer a market in this country 
for the products of South America. ... We 
cannot help wondering if the long run ef- 
fect or what Macy is doing is not likely to 
outweigh what our State Department is 
doing. ... If you want to do business with 
a man and can buy something from him 
that you need, you do so. He will then be 
more readily disposed to buy something 
from you. The same rule holds good be- 
tween nations—yet, in some generations 
of discussions of Latin American trade, we 
have persistently disregarded it. We have 
done nearly everything but some trading. 
... It is this trading that a large com- 
mercial organization proposes to under- 
take. In January, R. H. Macy & Co., Inc., 
will stage a Latin American Fair. Latin 
American goods have been bought in quan- 
tity and the purpose will be to sell them. 
It is not a very intricate idea, but some- 
how it seems more practical than anything 
that’s been thought of to date.”

LATIN SKIERS TO VISIT U. S. 


Invitations have been mailed to the Ski 
Association of Chile, and corresponding or- 
ganizations in Argentina and Bolivia to se- 
lect ten men for a two-month visit to the 
United States in the winter of 1942. Present 
plans provide for their arrival in New York, 
January 26. The National Ski Association 
of the United States, which is cooperating 
with the Office of Inter-American Affairs 
in this project, is extending its invitations. 

The skiers will tour the United States 
observing and studying Red Cross First 
Aid Training, the operation of the National 
Ski Vatrol System, and the organization of 
the National Volunteer Winter Defense. 
Argentine and Chile will have four repre- 
sentatives each, and Bolivia two. 

Qualities of leadership and character will 
be accorded greater weight than athletic 


ability in making the selection of candi- 
dates. 

The project is designed to extend the 
friendly relationship between North and 
Seuth American skiers begun by the visit 


of the United States Ski team to Chile in 
1937, and marked since that year by annual 
exchanges of sportsmen. A year ago, with 
the cooperation of the Office of the Coordi- 
nator of Inter-American Affairs, the Na- 
tional Ski Association invited to the United 
States a Chilean team of six. Their tour of 
ski centers covered ten thousand miles and 
took them into twenty-three states. 

It is further hoped that the project will 
aid the formation in the Argentine, Bo- 
livian and Chilean Andes of a first aid and 
rescue service comparable to that main- 
tained by the National Ski Patrol in the 
mountain areas of the United States. Fur- 
ther, it is expected that the contracts es- 
tablished by the visit will foster a widen- 
ing of mutual interests existing among ski- 
ing enthusiasts of North and South Amer- 
ica, and thus contribute to an increase in 
understanding between the Americas. 

The tour will be under the direction of 
the National Ski Association, which will ap- 
point a committee drawn from its regional 
associations, its affiliate, the National Ski 
Patrol System, and the Directors of the 
Chilean Team Tour of a year ago. 

The skiers will devote the first two weeks 
of their visit to an intensive course in gen- 
eral first aid and specialized winter rescue 
work under qualified doctors and first aid 
instructors. Following the completion of 
this course, the visitors will tour the prin- 
cipal skiing areas and assist local patrol- 
men on their rounds. The possibility of a 
visit to a camp where mountain warfare 
troops are receiving the regular Army 
course of training is being investigated. A 
tentative itinerary lists stops in twenty-five 
centers in thirteen states.

From 1935 
to 1938, Mr. Ogilvie was President of Radio 
Corporation Puerto Rico. He was a Span- 
ish post-graduate student at Queens Col- 
lege, Oxford, England, after finishing at 
Hamilton College, Clinton, N. Y., in the 
class of 1924.

AMENDMENTS TO CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 


NOTE: Amendments to the U. S. Customs Regulations of 1937 issued between now and 
February, 1942, will not be published in the BULLETIN but will be included, together with 
all amendments published to date, in the new 1942 edition of the CUSTOM HOUSE GUIDE. 


REGULATIONS—TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ACT— 
COMMUNICATIONS OUTSIDE THE MAILS 


Section 3(c) of the Trading with the Enemy Act, approved October 6, 1917, provides 
that it shall be unlawful— 

“(c) For any person (other than a person in the service of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of the Government of any nation, except that of an enemy or ally of enemy 
nation, and other than such persons or classes of persons as may be exempted hereunder 
by the President or by such person as he may direct), to send, or take out of, or bring 
into, or attempt to send, or take out of, or bring into the United States, any letter or 
other writing or tangible form of communication, except in the regular course of the 
mail: ... : Provided, however, That any person may send, take, or transmit out of the 
ITnited States anything herein forbidden, if he shall first submit the same to the Presi- 
dent, or to such officer as the President may direct, and shall obtain the license or con- 
sent of the President, under such rules and regulations, and with such exemptions, as 
shall be prescribed by the President.” 

Section XI, Executive Order No. 2729-A, dated October 12, 1917, is in part as follows: 

“Il further hereby vest in the Secretary of the Treasury the executive administration 
of the provisions of subsection (c) of section 3 of the Trading with the enemy Act rela- 
tive to sending, or taking out of, or bringing into, or attempting to send, take out of, 
or bring into the United States any letter, writing, or tangible form of communication, 
except in the regular course of the mail. ... . And said Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue licenses to send, take, or transmit out of the United 
States anvthing otherwise forbidden hy said subsection (c) and give such consent or 
grant such exemption in respect thereto as is not inconsistent with law or to withhold 
or refuse the same.” 

Under section 16 of the Trading with the Enemy Act any person bringing, or at- 
tempting to bring, into the United States any letter or other writing or tanglble form 
of communication, except in the regular course of the mail, is subject, upon conviction, 
to a fine of not more than $10,000, or to imprisonment for not’ more than 10 years or both, 
and the letter or other form of communication so brought in, or attempted to be brought 
in, is subject to seizure and forfeiture. Any person who sends, or takes, or attempts to 
send, or take from the United States any letter or other writing or tangible form of 
communication, except in the regular course of the mail, without a license therefor, is 
subject to a like penalty, and the letter or other form of communication involved is sub- 
ject to seizure and forfeiture. 

Pursuant to the authority conferred by sections XI and XIII of Executive Order No. 
2729-A, dated October 12, 1917, the following regulations are hereby prescribed for the 
enforcement of the provisions of the statute and order quoted above: 

(1) Every person arriving in the United States from any foreign country (except 
persons in the service of the United States Government or of the Government of any 
nation other than Japan, Italy, and Germany and allies thereof, including Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania, and Hungary, shall be required to declare to the customs officers, in addition to 
the usual customs declaration (if any), any letter or other tangible form of communica- 
tion, carried on his person or in his baggage, or otherwise brought with him or under 
his control. Customs officers examining arriving passengers and baggage shall, in addi- 
tion to the usual customs examination, make a particular search to discover any letters 
or other tangible forms of communication, and shall deliver to the collector of customs 
for disposition any such letters or other forms of communication so declared, or which 
may be found on the persons or in the baggage of passengers, or which may have been

brought to the United States otherwise than in the regular course of the mails. If it 
uppear that any letter or other tangible form of communication is being brought into 
the United States with intention to evade or volate the law, or if it appear that the 
effect of bringing such letter or other form of communication into the United States 
would be inimical to the interests of our Government, or in the interests of its enemies, 
the customs officers shall detain any person having such letter or other form of com- 
munication in his possession or under his control, and report the facts to the United States 
attorney for appropriate action. 
(2) Customs officers shall require every person departing from the United States 
the service of the United States Government or of the Government of 
any nation other than Japan, Italy, and Germany, and allies thereof, including Bulgaria, 
Rumania, and Hungary, to declare any letter or other tangible form of communication 
carried on his person, or contained in his baggage, or otherwise brought with him or 
under his control, When such action is deemed necessary, customs officers shall also 
person and baggage of any one (except persons in the service of the United 
States Government or of the Government of any nation other than Japan, Italy, and 
Germany and allies thereof, including Bulgaria, Rumania and Hungary, departing from 
the United States for any letter or other tangible form of communication. If any such 
letter or form of communication be declared or found which is not covered by a license 
issued pursuant to paragraph 4 or 5 hereof or other proper authority, the customs offi- 
cers shall take possession of it and deliver it to the collector of customs for disposition. 
If upon investigation the collector of customs is satisfied that such letter or other form 
taken out of the United States without any intention to 
violate or evade the law or to injure the interests of the United States or to advance 
the interests of its enemies, and if such letter or other form of communication is not 
intended for or to be delivered to an enemy or ally of an enemy, the collector may grant 
a Jicense for the taking of such letter or other form of communication out of the United 
States, provided there are affixed to the letter or other form of communication the post- 
age stamps that would be required if such letter or other form of communication were 
the regular course of the mail. If such letter or other form of communication 
is intended for or to be delivered to an enemy or ally of an enmy and a license therefor 
has not been issued pursuant to proper authority, the collector of customs shall hold it 
in his possession until he is instructed concerning its disposition. If the collector finds 
on investigation that such letter or other form of communication is being taken out 
of the United States with intention to violate or evade the law, or if the effect of taking 
it out would be to injure the United States or to advance the interests of its enemies, 
he shall seize such letter or other form of communication and detain the person in whose 
possession it was found, or who had it under his control, and shall report the facts to 
the United States attorney for appropriate action. 

(3) In connection with the examination of imports and exports for customs and

(4) Lieenses to take or send from the United States any letter or other tangible 
form of communication otherwise than in the regular course of the mail may be granted, 
if such letter or other form of communication is not intended for or to be delivered to 
aun enemy or ally of an enemy, upon compliance with the following procedure: 

Any person desiring to take or send from the United States such letter or other form 
of communication shall file an application therefor with the collector of customs at the 
pert of entry at which such letter or other form of communication is to leave the United 
States, or with the collector of customs at or nearest the place of residence of such per- 
son, Such application shall state the name, nationality, residence, occupation, and place 
of business of the person taking, and, if sent by another person, of the person sending 
such letter or other form of communication, and the name, nationality, residence, occu- 
pation, and place of business of the person to whom such letter or other form of com- 
munication is to be delivered, with a full statement of the reasons why it is necessary 
or desired to send such communication otherwise than in the regular course of the 
mail. If the person sendng or taking such letter or other form of communication from 
the United States is a citizen of this country, the application shall state whether he is 

native-born or a naturalized citizen, and, if naturalized, the country of which he was 
a citizen or subject prior to receipt of his final naturalization papers, and the place 
where and the date when he was naturalized. Such application shall have attached 
thereto the actual letter or other form of communication which it is desired to send or 
taken from the United States and, if in a foreign language, a translation thereof. If the 
collector of customs is satisfied that a good reason exists for the taking or sending of 
such letter or other form of communication from the United States otherwise than in 
the regular course of the mail, and that such action will not be inimical to the inter- 
ests of the United States, he shall stamp the letter or other form of communication 
with the word “Licensed” and the date of the stamp and affix his official seal thereto 
and return it to the applicant, who shall declare and exhibit it to the customs officer 
who examines his baggage at the time of his departure. If the collector of customs is 
of the opinion that the granting of any application for a license will be inimical to the 
interests of the United States, he shall refuse to grant the license. Any person to whom 
a license is refused by any collector of customs may appeal from such decision to the 
Secretary of the Treasury through the Commissioner of Customs. Such appeal shall 
state all the facts required to be stated in the application for a license and any addi- 
tions! facts or reasons the applicant may consider pertinent to show why the decision 
of the collector of customs should be reversed. 

(5) A general license extending over a period of time may be granted upon appli- 
cation made to the Secretary of the Treasury and its being shown that the granting of 
such a general license is necessary to the orderly transaction of the applicant’s busi- 
ness, and is not contrary to the interests of the United States. Each application for 
such a license shall state all the facets required to be stated in an application for an 
individual license and such additional facts as may be relied upon to show why a general

license should be granted, and shall be filed with the collector of customs at or nearest 
the place of residence of the applicant, or at the port of entry from which the com- 
munications are to be sent. Such applications shall be forwarded to the Commissioner 
of Customs by the collector of customs after an investigation of the facts, with his 
report and recommendation. Such general license, when granted, will be issued through 
the collector of customs at the port at which the application was filed, or at which 
such letters or other forms of communication are to leave the United States, and the 
applicant will be notified of the granting thereof. : 
(6) In ease of doubt, the collector of customs shall refer the application for a 
license to the Customs Agency Service for investigation and report. 


(7) <Any license issued pursuant to these regulations may be revoked at any time. 
(8) Collectors of customs shall arrange with coordinators of Treasury agencies 
and the local representatives of the Immigration Service, the Federal Bureau of Investi- 


gation, the United States Secret Service, and the Intelligence Services of the Army and 
the Navy for mutual cooperation and exchange of information in carrying out these 
regulations. 

(9) Each collector of customs shall report to the Commissioner of Customs on 
Monday of each week all licenses granted by him during the preceding week, stating 
the name, occupation, and address of each sender and addresses, and the nature and sub- 
ject matter of the communication licensed. 

(10) Collectors of customs shall not issue licenses for any letter or other tangible 
form of communication intended for or to be delivered to an enemy or ally of enemy, 
whether to be sent outside the regular course of the mail, or otherwise. 

(11) The phrase “an enemy or ally of an enemy” wherever used herein shall mean 
“enemy” or “ally of enemy” as those terms are defined in section 2 of the Trading with 
the Fnemy Act, approved October 6, 1917. [T.Ds. 50525, 50529.1

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


NOTE general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months, Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

NEUTRALITY ACT OF 1939 
Sections 2, 3 and 6 of the Neutrality Act of 1939 have been repealed by an Act of 


C ongress approv ed by the President on November 17, 1941, which reads as follows: 

* * * That section 2 of the Neutrality Act of 19° 9 (re lating to commerce with States 
engaged in armed conflict), and section 3 of such Act (relating to combat areas), are 
hereby repealed. 

“Sec. 2. Section 6 of the Neutrality Act of 1939 (relating to the arming of American 
vessels) is hereby repealed; and, during the unlimited national emergency proclaimed by 
the President on May 27, 1941, the President is authorized, through such agency as he 
may designate, to arm, or to permit or cause to be armed, any American vessel as defined 
in such Act. The provisions of section 16 of the Criminal Code (relating to bonds from 
armed vessels on clearing) shall not apply to any such vessel.” 

In view of the repeal of sections 2, 3 and 6 of the Neutrality Act of 1939, C/L 2020, 
with the exception of instructions numbers two and four thereof, and C/L 2027, 2031, 
2032, 2040, 2060 and 2065 are hereby revoked. Bulletin No. 1, dated December 18, 1939, 
Bulletin No. 2, dated January 31, 1940, and Bulletin No. 3, dated May 9, 1940, are also 


revoked. (C/L 2257)

SHIPMENT BY MAIL: 


Sec. 2 of the Neutrality Act of 1939 having been repealed by an Act of Congress ap- 
proved November 17, 1941, all instructions previously issued in the matter of treating and 
restricting mails containing articles or materials for certain belligerent foreign countries, 
are hereby revoked, effective at once. Accordingly, mails containing articles or materials 
for all foreign countries may be accepted, sw far as the Neutrality Act is concerned. 


CONSOLIDATION OF FORMS—IMPORTATIONS OF DISTILLED SPIRITS 
& MALT BEVERAGES 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication dated 
November 19, 1941, from the Deputy Commissioner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, in regard 
to the use of certain forms in connection with the entry and release of imported dis- 
tilled spirits and malt beverages: 

“Reference is made to Form L-3, Affidavit for Release of Distilled Spirits, Form L-12, 
Affidavit for Release of Imported Wine, and Form L-22, Affidavit for Release of Imported 
Malt Beverages, in current use in carrying out certain of the provisions of Regulations 
No. 4, relating to Labeling and Advertising of Wine, and Regulations No. 5, relating 
to Labeling and Advertising of Distilled Spirits, under the Federal Alcohol Adminis- 
tration Act 

“These forms have been revised, consolidated, and reduced to one new form, de- 
scribed as follows: Form 1652—Affidavit for Release of Distilled Spirits, Wine, or Malt 
Beverages Under the Federal Alcohol Administration Act. 

“Requisitions have been made for the printing of this form. and upon receipt of 
supplies thereof the use of the old form should be discontinued. 

‘It is recommended that importers or transferees in bond, as the case may be. pro- 
eure these forms from the appropriate Collectors, or Deputy Collectors, of Customs, 
instead of obtaining them from this office as at present, also that Collectors submit 
requisitions for these forms, by letter, direct to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Washington, D. C., Attention: Administrative Division. Provided you coneur in these 
recommendations, it is suggested that you inform Collectors of Customs accordingly. 

“District Supervisors of the Alcohol Tax Unit are being requested to inform all im- 
porters in their districts concerning the new form. 

_. Inasmuch as it has come to the attention of this Unit that some importers are filing 
affidavits for release which have been printed or mimeographed at their own expense, 
it might be well to advise Collectors of Customs that in the future only the official forms 
should be accepted.” [C/L. 2263. ]

CARRIER'S BOND—CUSTOMS 3587 AMENDED 


Inquiry has been made of the Bureau whether, upon application by a carrier having 
on file the amended form of earrier’s bond, customs Form 3587, collectors of customs 
should issue a customshouse license for the carrier to act as a customs cartman or lighter- 
man and assign a license number under the carrier’s bond, rather than require a cart- 
man or lighterman bond on customs Form 3855. 

Inquiry has also been made whether collectors of customs should, on publication 
of the approval of the carrier bond in the weekly Treasury Decisions, issue a cartman’s 
or lighterman’s license to the carrier without a copy of such bond being filed at the 
port or ports where the carrier desires to operate as a customs cartman or lighterman. 

The carrier's bond, customs Form 3587, was amended to inelude such transfer and 
transportation of merchandise as can be done by a cartman or lighterman persuant to 
section 565, Tariff Act of 1930, and the regulations applicable thereto, including the 
transportation of merchandise from the importing vessel or other conveyance to a bonded 
warehouse, from one vessel or convevance to another, from one place or bonded ware- 
house to another, from the public stores to bonded warehouses, and from bonded ware- 
houses for transportation or for exportation. This action was taken to eliminate the 
requirement of a cartman or lighterman bond on customs Form 38855 being filed at each 
port where the carrier so operated. 

On publication of the approval of a carrier’s bond in the weekly Treasury Decisions 
collectors are authorized to issue a license for cartmen and/or lightermen upon appli- 
cation therefor, without the requirement of a cartman or lighterman bond on customs 
Form 3855. It is not necessary that an executed copy of the amended form of the car- 
rier’s bond be filed at each port where the carrier desires to operate as a cartman or 
lighterman. o 

fF it is necessary to enter snit against the carrier under the terms of its bond as a 
cartman or lighterman, a certified copy of such bond ean be obtained from the collector 
of customs in whose office the original bond was filed. Licenses to act as a customs eart- 
man or lighterman can be extended from year to year so long as the carrier's bond is 
sufficient. [C/L. 2259.1

PERMITS TO RELEASE 
The question has been presented as to the necessity of consumption entry permits 


(customs Form 7501-A) in the case of merchandise which has been released under imme- 
diate delivery permits in accordance with section 448(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930 and 
the regulations promulgated thereunder in article 354 of the Customs Regulations of 
1937. To establish uniformity of practice in the matter, the following instructions are 
isued: 

As to a single application for immediate delivery, since one copy is used as a permit 
to release in accordance with paragraph (d) of article 354, Customs Regulations of 1937, 
no permit on customs Form 7501-A is required unless necessary to enable the inspector 
to make the notation of the entry number on the manifest. The date of release and the 
entry number shall be noted on the permit to release. 

When merchandise is released under a term permit for immediate delivery, each con- 
sumption entry covering a shipment relessed under such permit shall be accompanied 
by a permit on customs Form 7501-A, and the inspector’s notation of release shall be 
transferred from the manifest to such permit. [C/L. 2262.] 


ENTRY OF COFFEE 


Paragraph 1, page 2 of C/L 2248 is amended as follows: 

‘The amount of the bond required by the foregoing regulations shall be $5,000 or an 
amount equivalent to the estimated value of the coffee involved, whichever is lower, unless 
a larger amount is deemed necessary to insure compliance with the customs laws, the In- 
ter-American Coffee Agreement, and Executive Order No. 8902. Liquidated damages in 
the full amount of the bond shall be demanded, and no remission or mitigation of the 
penalty will be granted by the Department unless the importer shall produce within one 
month after the expiration of the bond period satisfactory evidence that failure to satisfy 
the conditions of the bond was not due to negligence or good faith on the part of any 
party to the transaction.” [C/L 2261.1

HOGS AND HOG PRODUCTS 


A comprehensive survey entitled “Hogs and Hog Products” (215 pages), just re- 
leased by the United States Tariff Commission, covers economic and competitive aspects 
of the domestic hog industry and the international trade in hogs and hog products. The 
survey covers the commodities dutiable’ under paragraph 703 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 
It is divided into two parts, supplemented by several appendixes and a glossary. 

Part I deals with the domestic industry and gives the history of hog raising, dis- 
cusses the packing and marketing of pork and pork products, and traces the rise and 
decline of the country’s foreign trade in such products. Production in this country is 
large. In several years the slaughter of hogs exceeded 70 million head and the produc- 
tion of pork 9 billion pounds, not including 1.5 billion pounds of lard. For many years 
the United States was the outstanding world supplier of these products, in 1919 export- 
ing more than 2.5 billion pounds of pork and lard. However, by 1937, a year which 
followed a widespread drought, exports of pork had dropped to about 63 million pounds 
and those of lard to about 137 million pounds. In that year (1937), imports of pork 
exceeded exports. Although exports of pork have remained small compared with pre- 
drought volume, they have exceeded the declining imports and the United States has 
returned to an export basis. 

The United States is a party to 17 trade agreements affecting the foreign trade of 
this country in hogs and hog products, and the survey presents an analysis of the effects 
of these agreements. Price relationships, another important factor in the trade, are 
discussed at some length. Lastly, part I briefly summarizes the competitive conditions 
affecting these several commodities. 

Part II deals with the production and trade of the principal foreign countries that 
import and export hogs and hog products. Prior to 1929, the United States exported 
more pork products, including lard, than all the other countries of the world combined. 
Changes in production and trade in these commodities in foreign countries were of pro- 
found interest to hog producers and pork packers and exporters in the United States. 
The report does not attempt to cover conditions that have developed since the beginning 
of the present war. 

The survey has several appendixes which contain material germane to the subject 
treated. These include (1) statistical data relating to the production, trade, and prices 
of hogs and hog products; (2) the quota allocations of pork made by the United King- 
dom; (8%) a list of the various cuts of pork with their weights and yields; (4) the United 
States Government regulations concerning imports of live animals and meats; and (5) 
detailed information on the control of production and trade in certain European coun- 
tries. A glossary at the end of the survey explains many of the technical terms used 
in the report.

REPORTS—COMMERCIAL POLICIES AND TRADE RELATIONS, 
EL SALVADOR, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA 


The United States Tariff Commission has issued the final three sections of its report, 
“The Foreign Trade of Latin America.”’ These sections, which deal with the commercial 
policies and trade relations of El Salvador, Honduras, and Nicaragua, complete the Com- 
mission’s report on Latin American trade. 

According to the report on EI Salwador, that country ranks third among the coffee- 
exporting countries of Latin America, being exceeded only by Brazil and Colombia. Coffee 
alone customarily accounts for about nine-tenths of the value of all Salvadoran shipments 
abroad. With the exception of Venezuela, no other country of Latin America is so de- 
pendent upon exports of a single product. 3ecause of this dependence, shifts in the prices 
of our markets for coffee are quickly reflected in both the foreign and the domestic trade 
of El Salvador. In the years immediately preceding the outbreak of the European war. 
approximately two-fifths of all exports of coffee from El Salvador went to European mar- 
kets; these markets have now almost entirely been lost. Under the terms of the Inter- 
American Coffee Agreement of November 28, 1940, however, El Salvador was assigned a 
quota for exports of coffee to the United States of 79.4 million pounds for the quota year 
beginning October 1, 1940. This quota was increased to 80.7 million pounds by the Inter- 
American Coffee Board on June 1, 1941. The quota represents about two-thirds of El 
Salvador’s average annual exports of coffee to all countries in the 4-year period 1936-39. 

The foreign trade of Honduras is largely dependent on bananas, which now account 
for about two-thirds of total exports. As the Commission’s report shows, that country 
was the world’s leading exporter of bananas from 1928 to 1934. In 1938, however, it 
ranked third as an exporter, being exceeded by both Jamaica and Mexico. The decline in 
Honduran production of bananas after 1935 is attributable to the ravages of the leaf-spot 
disease, and the subsequent abandonment of substantial banana acreage. Serious efforts 
have been made to check the disease, and the spraying and dusting of the banana plants 
have brought it partially under control. The decline in the production of bananas has 
adversely affected the export trade of Honduras, and the decline in exports has, of course. 
operated to reduce imports. In recent years production and exports of silver and gold 
have increased substantially, and this has in part compensated for the declining exports 
of bananas. ’ vies ‘

ENTRIES OF SUGAR AGAINST 1941 OFFSHORE QUOTAS—10 MONTHS 


The Sugar Division of the Department of Agriculture has issued its monthly report 
on the status of the 1941 sugar quotas for the various off-shore sugar-producing areas 
supplying the United States market. The sum of the off-shore and continental quotas 
represents the quantity of sugar estimated, under the Sugar Act of 1937, to be required to 
meet consumers’ needs during the current year. 

The report shows that the quantity of sugar charged against the quotas for all off- 
shore areas, including the full-duty countries, during the above period, amounted to 
5.820.738 short tons, raw sugar. : 

The report includes sugar from all areas recorded as entered or certified for entry 
before Dee. 1, 1941. The figures are subject to change after final outturn weight and 
polarization data for all importations are available.

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—ARGENTINA 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Regulations Governing Importation of Sudan Grass. 

Executive Decree No. 87,028, January 16, 1941, creates a Service for the certification 
and inspection of domestic forage plant seeds. The following articles refer to the impor- 
tation of seeds, including especially Sudan grass. 

Article 20. Importers of seeds may not propagate them in the country without being 
previously registered and approved by the Seed Inspection Service. 

- 21. The railroads, shipping companies, and other public carriers shall accept 
only certified and sealed shipments of Sudan grass. 

Art. 22. New bags only shall be used. Each bag shall be sealed and labeled with 
the following information: Name of variety, origin, date of harvest, and grade.

USDA ANNOUNCES PLAN TO EXPAND WHEAT AND WHEAT FLOUR 
EXPORTS 


The Department of Agriculture recently announced a wheat export sales plan under 
which the Commodity Credit Corporation wiil sell tor export or for manufacture into 
flour for export limited quantities of wheat from its pooled stocks at prices below the 
domestic market. 

The plan will operate closely in conjunction with the Wheat Export and Wheat Flour 
Export Programs which have been in operation by the Surplus Marketing Administration 
since July 1, 1941. Under these export programs, the Surplus Marketing Administration 
offers to make payments to exporters in connection with the exportation of flour from 
all U. S. ports to certain countries designated by Surplus Marketing Administration. 

To aid in the exportation of wheat flour, Commodity Credit Corporation will make 
sales of equivalent quantities of wheat either upon the presentation of satisfactory evi- 
dence that the flour has been exported or the furnishing of bond guaranteeing the per- 
formance of a contract to export such flour in the future. Commodity Credit Corporation 
will quote such prices on wheat for sale under its export sales plan as are deemed neces- 
sary to promote the exportation of flour, after taking into consideration the payments 
which Surplus Marketing Administration will make. 

Under the wheat export sales plan of Commodity Credit Corporation, flour sales are 
permitted to Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, and to any country or place north of such 
countries in the Americas and adjacent islands, and to islands east of the Americas lying 
on or west of 40° West Longitude, and to the Philippine Islands and the Virgin Islands. 
The plan does not include flour sales to Puerto Rico, Alaska, and the Canal Zone. 

The Surplus Marketing Administration will purchase wheat from Commodity Credit 
Corporation under the plan for sale for export to such foreign countries as may be desig- 
nated by Surplus Marketing Administration. Kither the identical wheat sold or an 
equivalent quantity may be exported under such sales, and satisfactory evidence of ex- 
portation must be furnished Surplus Marketing Administration. 

The plan will be effective from the present date until July 1, 1942. Detailed regula- 
tions concerning the wheat export sales plan may be obtained from the regional offices 
of Commodity Credit Corporation in Chicago, Kansas City, Missouri, Minneapolis, and 
Portland, Orexyon 

At the present time, Commodity Credit Corporation holds approximately 174 million 
bushels of wheat in the 1939 and 1940 wheat pools. To provide additional space for the 
1941 grain crop, a portion of these stocks were moved to the ports and to other location 
out of line for the domestic market. These stocks, and some pooled wheat reported to be 
threatened with damage from insects or from congestion of storage facilities, are those 
being made available for export. 

It is believed the Commodity Credit Corporation export sales program will result in 
the pools obtaining a larger net return than under anv other plan for the disposal of 
the wheat. In addition, exporters will be aided in retaining foreign markets for wheat 
and flour. (Continued on page 31)

SUMMARY OF STATE LIQUOR LAWS & REGULATIONS 


The National Assoviation of Alcoholic Beverage Importers, Inc., has recently issued 
the following: “Summary of State Liquor Control Laws and Regulations Relating to Dis- 
tilled Spirits” as of October 15, 1941. A copy may be had upon written request. 


PUERTO RICAN RUM 


In September, 1941, the Association requested Commissioner Berkshire to extend the 
effective date of Regulation 24 with respect to shipments of various types of alcoholic 
beverages, including rum from Puerto Rico to the United States This request was 
granted and the effective date of the regulation was postponed to November 15, 1941. The 
Association has just been notified by Commissioner Berkshire that “Shipments of liquors 
from Puerto Rico may be released by collectors of customs under the present procedure 
until January 1, 1942...” 


REQUEST FOR MODIFICATION OF REGULATIONS NO. 6 


The Board of Directors of the Association on October 14 adopted a resolution for 
transmittal to Commissioner Berkshire requesting that Regulations No. 6 relating to 
furnishing of equipment, fixtures, signs, etc., be so interpreted or amended as to permit 
permittees to use permanent window displays of a value in excess of $10 provided that 
title for such window displays remains with the permittee. It was the view of the Board 
of Directors that the employment of permanent window displays by members of the 
industry is necessarv as an act of economy at this time in order to conserve supplies of 
paper, cardboard, etc. The Board of Directors also felt that a permanent window display 
which belonged to tiie permittee would offer real economy since it could be moved from 
one retail establishment to another and thus greatly reduce the cost of window display 
material per outlet. This matter is now under consideration by Commissioner Berkshire 
and the trade will be notified with respect to anv decision made.

PROCESSING TAX ON CERTAIN OILS 


In order to conform Regulations 48 [Part 306, Title 26, Code of Federal Regulations], 
relating to the processing tax on certain oils, to section 561 of the Revenue Act of 194] 
(Public Law 250. 77th Congress), approved September 20, 1941, amending Chapter 21 of 
the Internal Revenue Code, such regulations, but only as prescribed and made applica- 
ble to the Internal Revenue Code by Treasury Decision 4885, approved February 11, 193% 
{Chapter 1, note, Title, 26, Code of Federal Regulations, 1939 Sup.], are amended as 
follows: 

Paragraph 1. There is inserted immediately preceding article 2 [section 306.2, Title 
26, Code of Federal Regulations], as amended by Treasury Decision 4695, the following: 

“SEC. 561. PAYMENT OF PROCEEDS OF PROCESSING TAX TO GUAM AND 
AMERICAN SAMOA. (Revenue Act of 1941.) 

“(2) Payment to Possessions.—Chapter 21 of the Internal Revenue Code (relating 
to processing tax on oils) is amended by adding at the end thereof the following new 
section: 

“*SEC, 2483. All taxes collected under this chapter with respect to coconut oil wholly 
of the production of Guam or American Samoa or produced from materials wholly of 
the xrowth or production of Guam or American Samoa, shall be held as separate funds 
and paid to the Treasury of Guam or American Samoa, respectively. No part of the 
money from such funds shall be used, directly or indirectly, to pay a subsidy to the 
producers or processors of copra, coconut oil, or allied products, except that this sen- 
tence shall not be construed as prohibiting the use of such money, in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by the Commissioner with the approval of the Secretary, for 
the acquisition or construction of facilities for the better curing of copra or for bona 
fide loans to copra producers of Guam or American Samoa.’ 

“(b) Effective Date of Amendment.—The amendment made by this section shall be 
applicable only with respect to taxes collected after the date of enactment of this Act.” 

Par. 2. Subdivision (c) of article 8 [section 306.8, Title 26, Code of Federal Regula- 
tions|, is amended to read as follows: 

“(e) tecords relative to coconut oil or to any combination or mixture containing 
a substantial quantity of coconut oil, with respect to which oil no tax has been paid, 
must be maintained in such a manner as to show: 

“(1) Separately, the quantity of coconut oil or combination or mixture containing 
a substantial quantity of coconut oil. which is wholly the production of (i) the Philippine 
Islands, (ii) Guam, (iii) American Samoa, and (iv) all other possessions of the United 
States: and 

“(2) Separately, the quantity of coconut oil, or combination or mixture containing 
au substantial quantity of coconut oil, produced whollv from materials which are the 
sxrowth or production of (i) the Philippine Islands, (ii) Guam, (iii) American Samoa, 
and (iv) all other possessions of the United States. 

“The records shall also show the country or possession in which the raw materials 
or oils were produced, when such articles were brought into the United States, and the 
name and address of the importer. 

“Such records shall be retained for a period of at Jeast four vears from the date 
the tax became due. The books of every person liable for the tax shall at all times be 
open for inspection by internal revenue officers. 

“For provisions relating to the imposition of penalties for failure to keep proper 
records, see article 21.” 

This Treasury decision shall be effective as of September 21, 1941. [T.D. 5101.] 


LABELING AND ADVERTISING OF WINE 


Section 1. By virtue of and pursuant to Section 5 (e) of the Federal Alcohol Admin- 
istration Act, as amended (U. S. C. Sup., Title 27), Section 3170 of the Internal Revenue 
Code (53 Stat., part 1) and Section 161 of the Revised Statutes (U. S. C., Title 5, See. 22), 
Section 4.32, Part 4, Chapter 1, Title 27 of the Code of Federal Regulations (Section 82 
of Regulations No. 4, Relating to Labeling and Advertising of Wine), is amended to read 
as follows: 

“See, 4.32. Mandatory label information.—(a) Except as otherwise provided in sub- 
section (c). there shall be stated on the brand labei 

(1) Brand name, in accordance with section 4.33. 

(2) Class, type, or other designation, in accordance with section 4.34. 

(3) Name and address, in accordance with section 4.35. 

(4) On blends consisting of foreign and domestic wines, if any reference to the pres- 
ence of foreign wine is made, the exact percentage by volume of foreign wine. 

(hb) There shall be stated on the brand label, or on a separate label affixed in imme- 
diate proximity thereto on the same side of the container— 

(5) Alcoholic content, in accordance with section 4.36. 

(6) Net contents, in accordance with section 4.37. 

(ec) In the case of imported wine, the name and address of the importer need not 
be stated upon the brand label if it is stated upon any other label affixed to the con 
tainer. In the case of domestic wine, bottled or packed for a retailer or other person 
under his private brand, the name and address of the bottler or packer need not be 
stated upon the brand label if the name and address of the person for whom bottled or 
packed appears upon the brand label, and the name and address of the bottler or packer 
is stated upon any other label affixed to the container.” 

Section 2. These regulations shall take effect on November 14, 1941. [T.D. 5098.] 


POINT-OF-SALE—ADVERTISING MATERIAL 


There follows a communication from Commissioner Berkshire with respect to point- 
of-sale advertising material originaliy designed to advertise alcoholic beverages produced 
in Europe but now produced either in the United States or in places other than the 
original country. Obviously any such point-of-sale advertising material presently being 
distributed by importers or by wholesalers should be withheld from distribution until 
such time as appropriate language has been affixed indicating where the particular 
products are now being made. It is the understanding of the Association that Commis- 
sioner Berkshire realizes the difficulties of members of the industry recovering point-

of-sale advertising which had been distributed to the retail trade in those days when 
the alcoholic beverages in question did originate in Europe. The Treasury Department, 
however, will hold it to be a violation of basic law if additional advertising materials 
are distributed which do not correctly indicate the new origin of the merchandise in 
question. Please be guided accordingly. [Letter No. 107.] 

“The attention of this office has been directed to the fact that certain pieces of point-of-sal 
advertising material, originally prepared to promote the sale of alcoholic beverages produced in 
Europe, are currently being disseminated to promote the sale of beverages no longer produced in 
Europe but still sold under the original brand name. 

Unless such advertisements are revised to indicate clearly the new origin of the product, the 
importers or distributors continuing to disseminate such advertisements are likely to ineur lia- 
bility under Article VI, Section 64 (a) (1), Regulations 4 and 5, Relating to the Labeling and 
Advertising of Wine and Distilled Spirits, respectively, or Article V, Section 54 (a) (1), Regu- 
lations 7, Relating to the Labeling and Advertising of Malt Beverages. 

If an opportunity presents itself it might be advisable for your Association to direct this 
situation to the attention of your members.”

Area Quarantined on Account of Colorado Potato Beetle Increased. 

The 35th Supplement to the List of Prohibited Articles as published in the Bulletin 
of the International Bureau of the Universal Postal Union, July 15, 1941, contains infor- 
mation upon which the second paragraph under “Importation Prohibited” in B. E. P. Q.

TREES, SHRUBS, CUTTINGS, TUBERS, BULBS, BULBOUS ROOTS of FLOWERS, 
TOMATOES, and FRESH VEGETABLES: Importation prohibited from Germany, North 
America, Belgium, Spain, France, Luxembourg, Holland, and Switzerland, to prevent the 
introduction of the Colorado potato beetle (Leptinotarsa decemlineata Say) and the San 
Jose scale (Aspidiotus perniciosus Comst.).

According to the Tariff Commission’s report on Nicaragua, the production and export 
of gold by that country has increased rapidly in the last decade. Since 1988, gold has 
replaced coffee as the principal export. In 1939, exports of gold, all of which went to 
the United States, accounted for 42 per cent of the value of total exports, as compared 
with 32 per cent for coffee, and 8 per cent for bananas. In spite of the importance of 
vold, coffee is nevertheless the mainstay of the Nicaraguan economy, and fluctuations in 
prices or losses of markets are immediately reflected in the foreign and domestic trade 
of the country. Prior to the outbreak of the war in Europe, one-half or more of the 
coffee exported from Nicaragua went to European markets, which have now almost en- 
tirely been lost. To a certain extent, however, this loss has been offset by the quota 
assigned for exports of coffee by Nicaragua to the United States under the terms of the 
Inter-American Coffee Agreement. 

The reports of the Tariff Commission on the commercial policies and trade relations 
of El Salvador, Honduras, and Nicaragua, released recently, are part of a series which has 
been issued for all countries of Latin America. Each section of part If of the Commis- 
sion’s report, “The Foreign Trade of Latin America,” contains a brief description of the 
physical characteristics, population, natural resources, and industries of the particular 
country, its commercial policy, the trend, composition, and destination of its exports, and 
the trend, composition, and sources of its imports. Each section also contains an analysis 
of the country’s trade with the United States. In addition to the country analyses in 
part II, the report on the foreign trade of Latin America consists of part I, which jis 
concerned with the trade of Latin America as a whole; part III, which deals with approxi- 
mately 30 selected Latin American export commodities: and a supplement, which contains 
a summary of selected data relative to the trade statistics of the 20 Latin American 
countries.

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MACY’S LATIN AMERICAN FAIR

The entrance gates reproduce the de- 
signs of the famed Colonial Church at 
Arequepa, Peru, and a Colonial Ranch lo- 
cated in San Jose, Mexico. Visitors will 
enter through these gates, and then wend 
their way through winding corridors deco- 
rated with large photographs of Latin 
American Scenes. Between the two en- 
trances is the Court of Flags, where the 
colors of the twenty-one Latin American 
republics will be flown. 

On the left of the entrances is the Art 


Gallery, modeled after the new Modern 
Classic Museum in Caracas. Approxi- 
mately three hundred of the finest ex- 


amples of Latin American paintings, col- 
lected in most cases through the coopera- 
ton of the various governments, will be 
hung in the gallery. 

Then comes “Avenida 1942,” a street of 
modern shops modeled after the stores 
seen at the Rio Airport. Separate sections 
will display leather goods, apparel, books, 
music and other merchandise seen in the 
smartest Latin American Stores. The 
“Fair Arcade,” a series of typical mer- 
chandise booths and bazaars, will present 
native textiles, handcraft, ceramics and

other novelties. Additional sections will 
feature articles of copper and tin, toys, 
perfumes, foodstuffs and pottery. 

There will be a huge “Rug Mart,” where 
the colorful rugs of almost all the Latin 
American countries will be shown; a 
“Street of Silver,” displaying manufac- 
tured silver products in profusion; an “Or- 
chid House,” where native orchids, spe- 
cially flown to this country, will be on 
sale; a “Travel Bureau,” a Coffee House 
and a Cafe, where visitors will be able to 
sip their coffee and enjoy their coconut ice 
cream while listening to authentc Latin 
American music rendered by native musi- 
cians. Another extensive section will be 
devoted to the display and sale of food- 
stuffs, especially imported. 

There will be a “Temple of Jewels,” a 
copy of the “Mayan Temple of the Warri- 
ors.” This edifice, housing many of the

tropical birds, live chinchillas and growing 
orchids will be displayed. 

The entire section of the Fair will be 
converted into “Fiesta Square,” a modern 
reproduction of a composite of the vari- 
ous city streets of Rio de Janeiro. Seating 
almost 300, it will be the scene of the daily 
ceremonies and events for the entertain- 
ment of visitors. It is tentatively planned 
that five shows a day will be staged in 
“Fiesta Square.”

PROCLAIMED LIST—CERTAIN BLOCKED NATIONALS 


Supplement No. 5 to the Proclaimed List of Certain Blocked Nationals has been 
released as of December 9%, 1941. This list covers Japanese firms in Latin America. 

Important. The fact that the name of a particular concern or individual is omitted 
from the proclaimed list should not be taken to mean that such firm or person is not a 
Japanese national, nor to authorize transactions in which any Japanese national not on 
the list may have an interest. 

May we also call your attention to the following release of the Treasury Department 
dated December 8, 1941: 

“The Treasury Department calls the attention of all banking institutions and othe 
interested persons to the fact that the revocation by the Treasury Department in l’ublic 
Circular No. & of all outstanding general and specific licenses in so far as they authorize 
any transactions by, or on behalf of, or for the benefit of, Japan and her nationals has, 
aumonge other things, the following significant immediate effects: 

“(1) No Japanese national now has the status of a generally licensed national. In 
this connection, attention is called to the following: 

“(a) Japanese nationals resident in this country are blocked under the Freezing 
Order, irrespective of the length of their residence in this country; 

“(b) No Japanese bank, business enterprise or other organization now has_ the 
status of a generally licensed national, including the Yokohama Specie Bank, Ltd., and 
all its branches, the Bank of Taiwan, the Sumitomo Bank of Hawaii, the Sumitomo Bank 
of California, the Sumitomo Bank of Seattle, and the Pacific Bank, Honolulu. 

“(2) No withdrawals whatsoever are allowed from any account in any banking insti- 
tution, if Japan or any national of Japan, has any interest in such account. This includes 
withdrawals for living expenses as well as for any other purpose. 

“(3) No withdrawals whatsoever are allowed from any safe deposit box by Japan 
or any national of Japan. and access is not allowed to any safe deposit box in the con- 
tents of which Japan or any national of Japan has any interest. 

“(4) No remittances in any amounts whatsoever may be made to Japan or any 
national of Japan, wheresoever located, including remittances to United States citizens 
resident in Japan. 

“(5) No trade transaction with anv part of the world, including trade with Latin 
America, in which Japan or any national of Japan has any interest may be effected.” 


ENEMY STEAMSHIP LINES BARRED 


Japanese, German and Italian steamship companies and their representatives were 
ordered stricken from membership and barred from particivation in American freight 
conferences and agreements by the United States Maritime Commission. ‘ 

The order affects approximately 15 Axis lines that have been parties to a large num- 
ber of agreements that are filed with the Commission and have received approval in 
accordance with Section 15 of the Shipping Act of 1916, as amended. As a result, the 
nationals, including their representatives and agents, of the enemy countries will be 
entirely cut off from participating in the activities of the conferences and will be denied 
information of any character regarding the conferences and their members. 

The Commission order provides for the immediate elimination of membership and 
participation in agreements of all nationals and their representatives of any country at 
war with the United States.

DEFENSE BECOMES WAR; BOARD'S NAME CHANGED 


In a move emphasizing that it is no longer “defense” but “war,” Vice-President Henry 
A. Wallace announced that the name of the “Economic Defense Board” has been changed 
to the “Board of Economic Warfare.” 

The change was made by an Executive order signed by President Roosevelt on 


December 17, 1941. 
GENERAL NOTICES 


Collectors of customs at all ports of entry have been advised not to clear, until 
further notice, the exportation of rubber tires or tubes of any kind, crude rubber, or 
crepe rubber. These commodities may not be shipped to any destination whatever, unless 
consigned to the military or naval forces of the United States Government, or the ship- 
ment is to be made under provisions of the Lend-Lease Act. 

Customs collectors were warned that this prohibition must be considered effective 
immediately. It applies to all shipments of the character referred to whether or not 
linden aboard the exporting carrier, whether or not a license authorizing such exporta- 
tion has been issued, and regardless of any other circumstance which may be involved. 

The prohibition of such exportations does not apply to tires which are being ex- 
ported as component parts of either new or used vehicles. (No. 20.) 

All outstanding general and individual export licenses authorizing any exportations 
whatever to Algeria, French Morocco, and Tunis (Tunisia) have been revoked, according 
to instructions to Customs Collectors. 

In addition all licenses authorizing the exportation of petroleum products of any 
kind whatever to Spain and its possessions and Tangier also have been revoked. 

Future shipments of the articles and materials referred to above to the destinations 
mentioned must be authorized by new individual licenses issued by the Economic Defense 
Board, Office of Export Control. (Ne. 14.) 


An additional copy of Form PID-73, previously required on export sales, no longer 
need be filed in such instances with the Office of Production Management, the Director 
of Priorities announced recently. 

The Office of Export Control, which had heen receiving the additional copy, no longer 
requires it, it was announced. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE PLACES CERTAIN FACILITIES AT SERVICE 
OF ECONOMIC DEFENSE BOARD 


Vice President Henry A. Wallace, Chairman of the Economic Defense Board. and 
the Secretary of Commerce, Jesse H. Jones, issued the following statement: 

“The Depariment of Commerce finds that its responsibilities for handling matters 
of foreign commerce can be most effectively carried out during the war by concentrating 
its activities for this purpose toward the carrying out of the objective of the program 
of the Economic Defense Board. 

“Since the initiative for the economic warfare program of the United States rests 
With the Economic Defense Board, the Secretary of Commerce has directed that all func- 
tions of the Department of Commerce devoted to international economic affairs shall 
take their principal direction during the war from the Board, of which the Secretary 
is a member. 

“The Economie Defense Board has decided to utilize for its purposes the existing 
organization of the Department of Commerce to the fullest extent possible and to assist 
that organization to develop its functions for adequate service to the Board.” (No. 18.)

TARIFF COMMISSION PLACES ITS FACILITIES AT SERVICE 
OF ECONOMIC DEFENSE BOARD 


Vice President Henry A. Wallace, Chairman of the Economic Defense Board and the 
Chairman of the United States Tariff Commission, Raymond B. Stevens, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

The Economie Defense Board has found that the facilities of the Tariff Commission 
are required for the development and carrying out of national economic warfare policies, 
and the Board and the Commission are agreed that during the war the facilities of the Com- 
mission shall be at the service of the Board. The Board will utilize for its purposes the 
existing organization of the Tariff Commission to the fullest possible extent. The Com- 
mission for its part, while continuing to exercise its other functions as required by 
law, will concentrate on rendering the fullest possible assistance to the Board through 
pecifie directives of the Board (No. 21.) 


EXPORT CONTROL BRANCH TO OPEN 


A branch of the State Department's Export Control Office is likely to be established 
at New York for the purpose of expediting action on applications by shippers after De- 
cember 22, when all goods not already under restriction will be subject to license. 

Although licenses are now required for an estimated 80 per cent of the total export 
volume, enlargement of the procedure for conserving domstic supplies of strategic prod- 
ucts will be too much for handling through a single agency in Washington, it is believed. 
Officials have the matter under consideration, but a decision may not be reached before 
the start of the new vear. 

According to customs officials, the ban on all exports in the absence of license wili 
not apply to goods actually laden aboard vessels before midnight on December 22. Steam- 
ship companies with vessels scheduled to sail after that date are declining to accept 
freight with any guarantee that lading will be completed by that time. 

The placing of all exports under control will not mean an individual! license for 
each shipment, it is stated. Goods now covered by approved general licenses may be 
shipped by satistying customs officials at the port of exit and indicating the appropriate 
license number, but in every other case individual application will have to be made. 


EXPORT CONTROL SCHEDULE NO. 25 


1. In addition to items previously listed in the several Export Control Schedules, 
effective December 23, 1941, all other articles and materials of any character or descrip- 
tion whatsoever are determined to be forms, conversions, and derivatives of military 
equipment, or munitions, or component parts thereof, or machinery, tools, or materials, 
or supplies necessary for the manufacture, servicing, or operation thereof, the exporta- 
tion of which has been prohibited pursuant to the provisions of the several Proclama- 
tions issued pursuant to Section 6 of the Act of July 2, 1940. 

2. Nothing in this order shall be construed to inelude articles or materials the 
exportation of which is governed by rules and regulations prescribed pursuant to Section 
5b of the “Trading With the Enemy Act” approved October 6, 1917 (40 Stat. 415), as 
amended, or the “Narcotic Drugs Import and Export Act” approved February 9, 1909, as 
amended (21 U. S. C. see. 182)
